Police did not have 
Tasers, official says 

Says weapon may not apply to all lethal force cases

A rookie officer who shot and 
killed a robbery suspect wasn't car¬ 
rying a Taser and neither was her 
partner, said the city's acting police 
chief yesterday. 

Acting police Chief Norm Lipinsla 
said there are no policies that force 
city police officers to carry Tasers and 
in lethal situations, using the elec¬ 
tronic weapons would be risky. 

“The Taser is not a panacea,” said 
Lipinski. “In lethal force situations, 
the Taser may well be inappropriate 
and there is a number of reasons for 


that.” 

Shawn Price, 37, was shot twice in 
front of an apartment building near 
107 Avenue and 102 Street Sunday 
morning during a struggle with a 
male officer with 10 years of experi¬ 
ence and a female officer with one 
year of experience. 

Police allege Price was reaching for 
an officer’s gun when he was shot by 
the female cop, while a witness in¬ 
side the apartment alleges the man’s 
hands were up before he was shot. 

But Lipinski said the Taser is risky 
in lethal situations because it doesn’t 
have a high level of “stoppage power 
that other weapons might have, and 
Tasers only fire one shot.” 


“The darts must hit a target to be 
effective and that could be problem¬ 
atic because the two darts separate, 
so at a general statement, the Taser 
doesn’t always apply in lethal force 
situations,” Lipinski said. 

“Nor do we train to that effect un¬ 
less there are some very unique cir¬ 
cumstances that would allow that to 
occur.” 

The Alberta Serious Incident Re¬ 
sponse Team is handling the investi¬ 
gation into the shooting.

Bystanders help save 
man attacked in park 

Witnesses recall Mother's Day marred by swarming

A pool of blood and frag¬ 
mented brown glass blan¬ 
keted ground shared by 
parents with their 
children, shattering a qui¬ 
et Mother's Day in an Old 
Strathcona park. 

Witnesses detailed the 
apparent senseless beat¬ 
ing of a 32-year-old man, 
who confronted a group 
in Gazebo Park. They said 
he was smashed in the 
face with a beer bottle 
and slashed. 

“He asked them to stop 
swearing, because we have 
our kids here,” said a fa¬ 
ther standing protectively 
over his young daughters. 

Within seconds, a half¬ 


dozen strangers rushed to 
the bleeding man’s aid, 
while the group fled west 
toward Whyte Avenue. 

“I made a guy rip his 
shirt off and I put pressure 
on the wounds,” said 23- 
year-old Julie Crick, as she 
washed her blood-soaked 
hands. “I’m just not going 
to stand there and watch 
someone die, because he 
would have died.” 

A bystander gave chase 
after the group of two 
men and two women, and 
called 9-1-1. 


Officers later arrested 
two suspects, a 16-year- 
old male and a 20-year-old 
male. Both have been 
charged with aggravated 
assault, Edmonton police 
spokeswoman Karen Carl¬ 
son told Metro yesterday. 

Officers praised the 
quick-thinking by¬ 

standers, but police said 
they never recommend 
people put their lives on 
the line in violent circum¬ 
stances. 

Self-defence expert 

Calen Paine has trained a 


rising tide of Edmontoni¬ 
ans, bent on protecting 
themselves on city 
streets. 

“Thank God these peo¬ 
ple jumped in,” he said. 
“It’s also very human to 
not get involved, because 
fear for our own safety can 
be so strong.” 

He said incidents of vio¬ 
lent swarmings have be¬ 
come a real threat around 
Edmonton, forcing every¬ 
day people to make poten¬ 
tially deadly judgment 
calls. 

“Anything can happen 
anywhere, anytime,” said 
bystander Laura Lee, who 
screamed for help when 
the attack began. 

“I live here, and I hate it. 
That could have been me,” 
Crick added.

Politicians talk to protesters 

Liberals, NDP work to calm tensions at Tamil rally 


Sachin Aggarwal, deputy 
chief of staff to Liberal 
Leader Michael Ignatieff, 
was in Toronto visiting his 
mother on Mother’s Day 
when news of the surprise 
Tamil protests began to 
emerge. 

As a key player in the Lib¬ 
erals’ outreach efforts, Ag¬ 
garwal is no stranger to the 
demonstrators who have 
been raising the alarm for 
weeks in Toronto and Ot¬ 
tawa about the crisis in Sri 
Lanka. 

Ignatieff and other Liber¬ 
al MPs had met with mem¬ 
bers of the Tamil communi¬ 
ty during one of their 
demonstrations on Parlia¬ 
ment Hill on April 21. 

Hearing that thousands 
of angry protesters had tak¬ 
en to Toronto’s streets, Ag¬ 
garwal, Kunal Parmar and 
others on Ignatieff’s staff 
closely monitored the situa-

tion as the day wore on. 

When the protest leaders 
lost control of the crowd on 
Sunday night and demon¬ 
strators unexpectedly 
surged on to the city’s Gar¬ 
diner Expressway, the situa¬ 
tion turned explosive. 
About 11:30 p.m., Aggarw- 
al’s worried assistants put 
him in touch by telephone 
with Siva Vimal, a universi¬ 
ty student who often 
speaks for the demonstra¬ 
tors. 

Aggarwal expressed hope 


that the marches could be 
kept peaceful. But Vimal 
told him that it had 
reached a point where the 
police were demanding 
that the Tamils leave the 
Gardiner or be forcibly re¬ 
moved. 

“What is it that you 
want?” Aggarwal asked, 
and was told the Tamils 
were demanding action on 
economic and diplomatic 
sanctions against the Sri 
Lankan government. 

In response, Aggarwal 
read out Ignatieff’s public 
statement on April 21. In it, 
the Liberal leader ex¬ 
pressed concern about the 
deaths of thousands of civil¬ 
ians in Sri Lanka and called 
on the United Nations to 
appoint a special represen¬ 
tative to facilitate an imme¬ 
diate ceasefire in that coun¬ 
try’s armed conflict. 

Vimal expressed appreci¬ 


ation of Ignatieff’s stance 
but wanted to know if the 
Liberals would do more. 
Without making specific 
commitments, Aggarwal 
said he expected his party 
to keep speaking out in Par¬ 
liament about human 
rights issues in Sri Lanka. 

On the street, word that 
political leaders were re¬ 
sponding to the protesters’ 
concerns appeared to break 
the stalemate, and the 
demonstrators left the Gar¬ 
diner. 

NDP Leader Jack Layton, 
told reporters he was also 
communicating by phone 
and email with protesters 
and the authorities to try to 
bring the situation to a 
peaceful end. 

In the Commons, Inter¬ 
national Co-operation Min¬ 
ister Bev Oda praised Lay- 
ton for his efforts Sunday

NHL to Hamilton makes more sense than others 



Of course Gary Bettman is 
negative on the idea of an 
NHL franchise in Hamil¬ 
ton. The commissioner has 
staked his reputation on 
an ill-considered expan¬ 
sion into U.S. markets 
where hockey has trouble 
competing with high 
school football. 

Like George W. Bush’s in¬ 
vasion of Iraq, Bettman’s 
obsession has nothing to 


do with reality. Others ca¬ 
sually dismiss Hamilton 
for business reasons, argu¬ 
ing the city’s weak econo¬ 
my and lack of corporate 
power. 

The business case be¬ 
hind Jim Balsillie’s drive to 
move an NHL team to 
Hamilton depends not on 
what’s in Hamilton, but 
what’s around it. 

Remember that Balsil¬ 
lie’s Waterloo-based Re¬ 
search In Motion corporate 
headquarters is exactly 
one hour away from 
Hamilton’s Copps Colise¬ 
um, the putative home of 
his new team. If that’s the 
effective radius of Hamil¬ 
ton’s area, the team can 
count on support from any 
or, more likely, all of the 


following areas: Burling¬ 
ton, Oakville, Cambridge, 
Kitchener, Guelph, Water¬ 
loo, Milton, Brampton, 
Mississauga, St. 

Catharines, and even 
Wayne Gretzky’s home¬ 
town, Brantford. 

In all, these communi¬ 
ties and surrounding areas 
have more than 2.2 million 
people. 

Greater Phoenix, home 
of the Coyotes that Balsil- 
lie covets, has 3.8 million 
people, most of whom 
think high sticking has 
something to do with fly¬ 
paper. 

But as wise heads point 
out, pro hockey franchises 
need big companies with 
money to spend. Not 
counting Mississauga, the 


communities around 
Hamilton boast 16 Finan¬ 
cial Post Top 500 head of¬ 
fices. 

If you add in Missis¬ 
sauga, you have another 26 
or so Top 500 head offices 
to draw on. 

To be sure, there are fi¬

Nortel Ql 
loss deepens 

telecom Nortel Networks 
Corp., which filed for 
bankruptcy protection ear¬ 
lier this year, said yester¬ 
day its quarterly loss 
widened as the global re¬ 
cession contributed to a 
steep drop in revenue. 

Nortel, North America’s 
biggest maker of 
telephone equipment, also 
said it is completing plans 
to decentralize some func¬ 
tions at each of its four 
main businesses to give it 
more flexibility as it 
decides which divisions to 
sell. 

The company lost $507 
million US, or $1.02 a 
share, in the three months 
ended March 31. That 
compares with a loss of 
$138 million, or 28 cents a 
share, a year earlier. 

Revenue fell 37 per cent 
to $1.73 billion with 
declines in all segments 
and regions, the company 
said. 

The company blamed 
the drop on the weak 
economy and its bankrupt¬ 
cy filing, which rattled the 
confidence of some 
customers. reuters 


Most working-age women 
in the United States have 
too little health coverage, 
and often forgo needed 
care because of cost, U.S. 
researchers said yesterday. 

“More families are mak¬ 
ing difficult choices be¬ 
tween needed health care, 
making payments on mort¬ 
gages or credit card debt, 
and purchasing basic ne¬ 
cessities,” said Karen 
Davis, president of the 
Commonwealth Fund, a 
private health policy group 
that conducted the re¬ 
search. 

The Commonwealth 
Fund team said rising 
health costs hit women 
harder because they have 
lower average incomes and 
spend more on health care 
than men, and because 
they use the health system 
more often than men. 

It found that 70 per cent, 
or 63.8 million, working- 
age women are uninsured,

underinsured, have med¬ 
ical bill problems or med¬ 
ical debt, or did not access 
needed care because of 
cost.

The team also found that 
52 per cent of women were 
more likely to leave a pre¬ 
scription unfilled, skip a 
recommended medical test 
or treatment, or fail to 
seek needed medical care.

Ontario joins harmonized tax

ices. When do I begin 
charging the new harmo¬ 
nized tax and how does it 
affect my business? 

— Joanne, Ontario 
Beginning July 1, 
2010, businesses 
must collect the 
combined GST and RST 
(Harmonized tax) on most 
products and services at a 
rate of 13 per cent. On¬ 
tario joins several other 
provinces such a New¬ 
foundland and Labrador, 
New Brunswick, Quebec 
and Nova Scotia that cur¬ 
rently administer a harmo¬ 
nized tax. 

Currently in Ontario, 
many businesses collect an 
eight per cent provincial 
sales tax on tangible per¬ 
sonal property, excluding 



exempt goods and most 
services. The RST collected 
is then remitted to the 
province less a small com¬ 
mission to the business. 
Most businesses also col¬ 
lect on behalf of our feder¬ 
al government, five per 
cent GST on many goods 
and services but can claim 
an Input tax credit. 

The recent Ontario budg¬ 
et proposes to combine 
both taxes (eight per cent 
PST and five per cent GST) 
and have it administered 
by the federal government. 
For most Canadians, this 
will be a 13 per cent hit to 
the pocketbook. Next sum¬ 
mer’s real estate transac¬ 
tions will be hit particular¬ 
ly hard. To ease the hard¬ 
ship for individuals, the 
federal government will 
send a $1,000 cheque to 
many Canadians. 

Many businesses may 
reap benefits because of 
the harmonization, how¬ 
ever individuals will not. 
Our government may try 
to convince individuals of 
the benefits of harmoniza¬ 
tion, but you don’t have to 
be an accountant to figure 
out. “It will cost me more 
money at 13 per cent than 
at five per cent.”

Whether it’s 
your vacation, 
your health or 
your luggage, having in¬ 
surance, and more impor¬ 
tantly having the right 
type, is as essential as 
packing your passport. 

Finding out what type of 
coverage you already have 
is the first step. Research 
the details of your home¬ 
owner’s insurance and 
your existing health-care 
policy. Then contact your 
credit card company to 
find out if they offer insur¬ 
ance perks for situations 
such as lost or delayed bag¬ 
gage, trip cancellation or 
accidental death. From 
here, consider which of 
the following options are 
best for you. 

Trip Cancellation and 
Interruption Insurance 

This coverage is de¬ 
signed to help you get 
money back when you 
need to cancel your trip or 
if your tour company goes 
under. Just to be clear 
though, this type of insur¬ 
ance will likely only cover 
cancellations in the case of 
unforeseen events such as 
illness, a missed flight, a 
natural disaster or the trav¬ 
el provider filing bankrupt¬ 
cy. 

Base the need of this in¬ 
surance on the cost of your 
ticket or trip. If you are fly¬ 
ing from Vancouver to Cal¬ 
gary, you can likely forego 
it. If you are taking an ex¬ 
pensive, trip of a lifetime

Safari, then buy insurance. 
And look for a policy that 
will cover you returning 
home early if there is a 
problem once you reach 
your destination. 

Baggage Insurance 

Although airlines are li¬ 
able for lost or damaged 
luggage, what they offer 
you will likely not cover 
what is lost. The limit for 
lost, delayed, or damaged 
baggage is $3,000 per pas¬ 
senger on a domestic flight 
and about $450 per bag for 
an international flight. If 
you do want extra insur¬ 
ance, travel experts sug¬ 


gest asking the counter 
agent for “excess valua¬ 
tion.” This provides you 
with up to $5,000 addition¬ 
al coverage, at a rate of 
about $1 per $100 in value. 
Excess valuation is not ad¬ 
vertised; you’ll have to ask 
about it. 

Health-care Insurance 

Many people make the 
very big mistake of assum¬ 
ing that, while travelling, 
their medical needs will be 
covered by their existing 
health-care insurance. If 
you are travelling outside 
of your own country, 
check your policy. If you 
are not covered, be sure to 
purchase medical insur¬ 
ance. Also buy a policy that 
covers “medical evacua¬ 
tion and repatriation” in¬ 
surance. In other words, if 
you are sick or injured 
while in another country, 
you will be treated, stabi¬ 
lized and then flown back 
to your own country. 

A Final Note 

Be sure to buy all of your 
insurance through third- 
party insurers rather than 


travel agents or cruise 
lines. The reason is simple 
— if your travel company 
goes bankrupt, they won’t 
have the money to pay out 
the insurance. 

Knowing you’ve covered 
your bases will make you a 
more confident traveller.

When pandemics break 
out, people become 
increasingly more afraid of 
their shadows and any 
germs that could be lurk¬ 
ing in them. 

Help combat public fear 
by researching a career as 
an environmental health 
officer, formerly known as 
a public health inspector, 
at Concordia University 
College. 

“Every time there is an 
outbreak of something, 
people get concerned,” 


says Dr. Karen McDonald, 
director of the environ¬ 
mental health after-degree 
program at Concordia Uni¬ 
versity College. 

EHOs have the dirty task 
of inspecting the ins and 
outs of many public facili¬ 
ties to unsure they are up 
to health standards. 

Places like food service 
outlets and hotels are 
among the most frequent¬ 
ed by EHOs, but places like 
hospitals, tattoo shops, 
hair salons and daycares 
are also high up on the list. 

“Any place you take for 
granted that should be 
clean, they have been 


there,” says McDonald. 

Even the seal lion pool at 
West Edmonton Mall has 
its own environmental 
health officer. 

At Concordia, this after- 
degree program takes stu¬ 
dents who already possess 
a degree in the core sci¬ 
ences and gives them the 
knowledge to work in the 
public health sector. 

“Our students are com¬ 
ing in with a good under¬ 


graduate degree and leav¬ 
ing with a career,” says Mc¬ 
Donald. 

This course differs from 
the other four institutions 
in the country that offer it 
in that it is a one-year in¬ 
tensive course instead of 
the typical two-year pro¬ 
gram. 

In what is the only pro¬ 
gram of its kind in Alberta, 
students spend 12 months 
with in-class training and 


three months in the field. 

Students learn how to as¬ 
sess and monitor health of 
communities and popula¬ 
tions at risk, act to control 
the spread of infectious 
disease, and identify 
health risks, among many 
other tasks. 

Upon completion of 
their training, students are 
able to write the national 
exam to become an EHO. 

“Everything in the pro¬ 
gram is related to the ca¬ 
reer,” says McDonald. 
“There are no fluff courses.” 

The demand for EHOs is 
high across Canada, and 
McDonald does not expect

Male nursing student aims to shatter gender stereotypes

Charles Collantes knows 
how it feels to be in the mi¬ 
nority. 

When the 29-year-old 
nursing student at York 
University began his pro¬ 
gram, he was among but a 
handful of future male 
nurses, stacked against 


nearly 50 female col¬ 
leagues. 

“It was pretty nerve-rack¬ 
ing at first, knowing that 
once I entered the class¬ 
room, I was expecting only 
two or three guys,” said 
Collantes. “But after a 
while, I got used to it.” 

Collantes’ classroom 
isn’t so far gone from the 
hospital room. At present, 
men comprise only about 


six per cent of registered 
nurses in Canada, accord¬ 
ing to a 2005 trend report 
published by the Canadian 
Institute for Health Infor¬ 
mation. 

The gender imbalance 
marks a role reversal of 
sorts for men, who histori¬ 
cally dominated the med¬ 
ical profession as physi¬ 
cians until females began 
closing the disparity. 


“I feel that time for nurs¬ 
ing is about to come, as 
well,” said Collantes, “but 
because of the way every¬ 
body perceives nursing as 
a female-dominated pro¬ 
fession, it takes a bit of get¬ 
ting used to, hearing males 
are getting into nursing.” 

James D’Astolfo, founder 
and president of the Cana¬ 
dian Men in Nursing 
Group, said male presence 


in nursing has a long way 
to go, not just to break the 
stereotype, but to fuel a 
forecasted Canadian nurs¬ 
ing shortage. 

“If we don’t start to at¬ 
tract more nurses into the 
profession, we’re going to 
see a huge deficit within 
the health-care system ... 
Encouraging more men in¬ 
to the profession will cer¬ 
tainly help with the nurs¬ 


ing shortages that we have 
and that we’re going to 
face, come 2011.” 

By that time, the Canadi¬ 
an Nurses Association pre¬ 
dicts Canada will be short 
78,000 nurses, that num¬ 
ber rising to 113,000 in 
2016. The deficiency can, 
in part, be attributed to 
the mass retirement of 
nurses, whose average age 
verged on 50 in 2005.

The University of Alberta 
is leading the way with a 
solid showing in a 
shortlist for a prestigious 
federal research funding 
program. 

The shortlist was an¬ 
nounced in late April for 
the Canada Excellence Re¬ 
search Chairs funding pro¬ 
gram, leaving only 40 pro¬ 
posals left, five of which are 
from the University of Al¬ 
berta. 

Dr. Lome Babiuk, Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta vice-presi¬ 
dent, research, said that 
having five out of 40 re¬ 
maining proposals really 
shows the high level of 
work being done at the 
school and it was reflected 
in the number of their bids 
that go to the shortlist. 

“It’s really fantastic (with) 
the quality of the propos¬ 
als,” he said. “It really talks 
of the quality of the facility 
we have and the quality of 
the research that’s being 
done and everyone in¬ 
volved.” 

The CERC was set up in 
2007 with the intent to 


strengthen Canada’s ability 
to attract top researchers 
and develop research pro¬ 
grams in environmental 
sciences and technologies, 
natural resources and ener¬ 
gy, health and related life 
sciences and information 
and communication tech¬ 
nologies. 

In December of 2008,139 
programs had applied for 
the funding, with nine let¬ 
ters of intent from the U of 
A. 

From those 139, the 
number was cut to 40, and 
of that number, 20 of those 
will get the funding from 
the program. While Babiuk 
said the school is competi¬ 
tive and wants as many of 
their selections to be 
picked, they realize getting 
all five would be extremely 
difficult. 


“We know we won’t get 
all five in, but we sure 
would like to get three or 
four,” said Babiuk. “Odds 
are, though, we won’t get 
all five.” 

Babiuk explained that 
the funding program only 
works with institutions 
that already have a world¬ 
wide reputation in their re¬ 
spective areas of research, 
so a combination of high- 
class hiring and quality of 
work went a long way to 
their high number of re¬ 
maining bids. 

“Over the last decade, we 
were able to attract very 
high-quality people that 
gave us a solid foundation,” 
Babiuk said. “And now with 
CERC funding, we can build 
higher on that foundation.” 

“Hopefully we can bring 
in greater success.”

“If a person’s symptoms 
don’t respond well to anti¬ 
histamines, then they can 
consult a physician and 
try prescription eye drops 
and nose sprays, which al¬ 
so work very well.” 

But chemical drugs only 
cover up problems rather 
than solve them, accord¬ 
ing to registered holistic 
allergist Eloise O’Ball of 
Vancouver’s Pacific Aller¬ 
gy & Wellness. She said 
natural methods like nee- 
dle-less biofeedbaclc test¬ 
ing that uses a machine to 
open the body’s “meridi¬ 
ans” to clear allergen 
blockages alternatively 
gets to the root of prob¬ 
lems by responding to the 
body’s “innate wisdom.” 

“I see many people and 
they’re breathing easier, 
eating the foods that used 
to bother them and their 
rashes clear up,” she said, 
“Many symptoms just 
seem to fall by the way- 
side once their immune 
system has been freed of 
whatever allergen it is.” 

But if you can’t consult 
a holistic practice, O’Ball 
said consuming less caf¬ 
feine products like coffee, 
tea and chocolate can 
help prevent spring aller¬ 
gies. 

“Caffeine stimulates 
histamine in the body and 
histamine is what gives 
the swelling of the aller¬ 
gic reaction. By decreas¬ 
ing your caffeine level, 
you will decrease one of 
the areas of the allergic 
response.”

While sitting atop the Cas-

Nutty Spinach 
and Mushroom 
Frittata 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 pack (250 g) young 
spinach leaves 

Small bunch of fresh pars¬ 
ley 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 
1 small onion 

3/4 lb (335 g) small button 

mushrooms 

3/4 cup (175 ml) roasted 

cashew nuts 

5 medium eggs 

Salt and black pepper 

3 oz (85 g) Parmesan 
cheese 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler to high. 
Rinse and dry spinach and 
parsley; chop enough pars¬ 
ley for 2 tbsp (25 ml); set 
aside. 

2. Heat oil in large frying 
pan. Halve, peel and finely 
chop onion. Fry over mod¬ 
erate heat, stirring, until 
soft, 3-4 minutes. 

3. Clean and quarter 
mushrooms; add to 
chopped onion and fry, 
stirring frequently, 3-4 


minutes. 

4. Add spinach and cook 
over fairly high heat, stir¬ 
ring frequently, until 
leaves have wilted and ex¬ 
cess liquid has evaporated, 
3 to 4 minutes. Stir in 
cashews and reduce heat 
to low. 

5. Break eggs into bowl. 
Add 2 tbsp (25 ml) cold wa¬ 
ter and chopped parsley. 
Add seasoning and beat to¬ 
gether. 

6. Pour egg mixture into 
spinach. Cook 5 minutes 
until egg is just set and 
golden underneath, lifting 
edges to let uncooked egg 
run underneath. 

7. Grate cheese, sprinkle 
over top and broil 2-3 
minutes, until fritatta is 
golden.
